A WOMAN IN THE CASE. 


The Mysterious Suicide of the 
Purser of the Umatilla. 

San Francisco,Jan. 25.—[By the 
Associated Press.] Frank J. Curtin, 
purser of the steamer Umatilla, which 
runs between San Francisco and Puget 
Sound ports, shot himself through the 
head in his stateroom on the steamer 
last night. He was taken to the re- 
ceiving hospital, but died in a short 
time. Curtin arrived in a coupé at 
the Umatilla’s dock soou after 10 
o’elock last night. He was accompa- 
nied by a woman, they went 
aboard the steamer together and en- 
tered Curtin’s stateroom, where they 
remained about twenty minutes. 

The woman thea left in a — 4 6, and 
Curtin, after talklug pleasautly for a 
few moments with an officer of the 
steamer Santa Cruz, went back to bis 
stateroom. Three minutes later a pis- 
tol shot was heard in his room, aud 
Ourtin was found on the floor with a 
bullet wound in his bead. He was re- 
moved at once to the hospital, but did 
not regain consciousness. 

‘The woman who accompanied him to 
the steamer has disappearéd. It has 
been learned tbat Curtin bad been 
very attentive to the woman, who came 
here from Victoria, B. C., on the last 
voyage of the Umatilla, and from in- 
formation furnished by the clerk of 
the Lick house, it is believed that the 
woman’s name is Mrs. A. Raymond. 
There was nothing found among Cur- 
tin’s effects to indicate the cause of 
his saicide.

RIQTOUS WINDS. 


Communication in the East 
Shut Off by Storms. 


Havoc Played with Telegraph Wires 
in aud About New York. 


Jersey City Completely Isolated from 
All Outside Points. 


Much Damage Done in Gotham by 
Falling Polee—Meagre Reports 
of the Storm Snow 
and Rain. 


By Telegraph to The Times. 

New York, Jan: 25.—{By the Asso- 
sociated Press.] A violent wind and 
snowstorm in this city last night and 
early this morning, proved one of the 
most disastrous to telegraph, telephone 
and electric wires that ever visited 
this city. Poles aud wires are down 
all over the city. Many narrow es- 
capes are recorded, and the fire-alarm 
aud telephoue service is rendered 
nearly useless. A big force of men 
were put at work repairing the dam- 
age as early as 6 o’clock this morning. 
So serious is the condition of affairs 
that Chief Inspector Byrnes sent out 
the following instructions to all police 
captains this afternoon: 

The recent storm having impaired the fire 
telegraph lines, you will instruct officers on 

trol bat when fires occur, after sending 

u an alarm in the usual manner from the 
firé-alarm box, to go at once to nearest 
fre-eogive house aod report. 

This morning seven huge telegraph 
poles on Fourth avenue were broken 
off close to the ground, falling with a 

reat crash into the cut of the New 

ork Central Railroad, effectively — 

blocking the track. A passenger train 
was thundering down the track, and it 
could only be stopped within a few 
feet of the wreckage. At No. 210 East 
Broadway an immense tree fell into 
the street and narrowly missed à car- 
load of street-car passengers. In its 
descent it carried down an immense 
number of wires of all description. 

Ali of the telegraph poles on Se 
avenue from Forty-seventh street to 
Fifty-ninth street are lying flat on the 
pavement. The heavy poles on Fifty- . 
ninth street and Eiguth avenue 
suffered the same fate. One 
of the poles is hanging 4di- 
rectly over the entrance porch of 
Roosevalt’s hospital, suspended by the 
wires. At the corner of Fifty-ninth 
street and Ninth avenue the elevated 
railroad station is partially crushed by 
falling poles. 

At7 o'clock in the morning a line of 
immense poles fell with a crash, curry- 
ing not less than 150 wires aud numer- 
ous cables, two inches thick, in which 
were incased from forty to seventy-Ave 
wires each. 

Oo Chambers street an electric light 
wire was carried down by a falling 

le, and struck two street-car borses, 
illing one of them ibstantly. A num- 
ber of fires were started by electric 
light wires, pas extinguished with 
trifling dam 

At 4 o’cloc this morning the wind 
was biowing at thirty-five to forty-five 
miles and hour. The storm opened in 
the Gulf of Mexico Friday, and in- 
creased in severity until n reached 
Oupe Hatteras and New York at 10:45 
leas night. The rain changed to 
about midnight and continued until 10 
a. m. today, and nine inches fell. It 
is thought that the blizzard did not ex- 
tend more than 100 miles inland. 
The Western Union is badiy erippled. 
all of its wires being down but three, 
and those are now working in the 
Western circuit connecting Albany. 
Rochester, Buftalo and Chicago. The 
work of repairs will take several days. 
A thousand men will leave tonight to 
repair the lines. 

Tue storm extended over the entire 
region from Boston through the lower 
Eastero States, Southern New York, 
New Jersey, Delaware and the South 
of Maryland. Ats o'clock this morn- 
ing there were only «a few wires run- 
= from the Western Union office, 

at 9 o’clock nearly every Wire was 
, useless. At one time com- 
munication to Philadelphia, Albany 
and Boston was entitely cut off. The 
wires to Albany were the first to re- 
sume working, which was at 10 o’clock. 
During the ay telegraph matter has 
been sent by train from here to points 
in New England and New Jersey to 
be forwarded. 

New York tonight isin darkness save 
as far as gaslight is concerned. By 
much-delayed trains come reports of 
the utter prostration of all means of 
communcation in and from outlying 
towns in New Jersey. 

A BURIED TOWN. 

Jersey Crrr, Jan. 25.—The storm 
bas made Jersey City a buried town. 
There is not an effective wire to be 
found, either telegraph or telephone, 
fire alarm or electric-light. Save for 
the sub-marine cables to New York 
and Brooklyn the isolation is complete. 
Te same is true of Hoboken. 
Western Union wires are dead on the’ 
West Shore Railroad, and the only hope 
south is said to be by the New Jersey 
Central Railroad line. All of the poles 
on the vast Hackensack meadows are 
wrecked. The entire police and fire 
forces of Jersey City and Hoboken are 
on duty to quell any fire. 

IN PENNSYLVANIA. 

HAnRIsnune (Pa..) Jan. 25.—The 
eastern part of the State was visited 
by a severe snowstorm last night and 
this morning. Passengers from Phil- 
adelphia report the storm very severe 
there, great bavoc having been done 
telegraph and telephone wires, and 
telegraphic communication is partially 
suspended.

Tae Oakland Tribune makes the fol- 
lowing sensible remarks.on the subject 
of State commissions: 

Notwithstanding the admitted fact that 
the State has already more commissions of 
one sort or another than it has any use for, 
the ingenuity of lawmakers is being taxed 
toinvent new ones. There are San Diego 
and Humboldt harbor commissions, irriga- 
tion commissions, river exploring commis- 
sions, and the Lord knows how many other 
useless 11 ot the same sort before 
the Legislature, As it is, every little State 
institution has its separate commission, a 
of them a cause of expense, andallof them 
making politics and patronage. If the in- 
sane asylums, the prisons, and all of the 
eleemosynary and penal institutions for 
which the State pays money were put under 
one board of salaried commissioners, they 
eould be run very easily for halt the present 
cost. 

Ir has been noted that the tourist 
travel to Southern California this win- 
ter has not, so far, been up to expecta- 
tions. Superintendent Clark of the 
Pullman Car Company, tells the re- 
porter of an Oakland paper that travel 
to the State generally, and more par- 
ticularly excursion travel, is very dull.

These 

inducements are of varied kinds, the 

chief of them, perbaps, being an op- 

portunity to make a living and acquire 

wealth; and as this opportunity is best 

afforded in great commercial centers, 

it is in these centers that the greatest 

cities now exist. 

But this is not the only feature 

favorabie to the building of a city. 

The law of attraction toward the cen- 

ter applies equally to other things as to 

commerce, Thus, a place that is a 

manufacturing center attracts many 

people. A political and news center, 

a center of learning, a center of science 

and art, a center of music and drama, 

a center of literature and even a sport- 

ing center,each and all attract more 

or less people, and the community that 

combines in the highest degree the 

greatest number of these focal attrac- 

tions under the most favorable condi- 

tions will in time become the most pop- 

ulous. Los Angeles is eminently 

adapted to the location and establish- 

ment of nearly if not all of the abdve- 

named attractive agencies. A point 

where many important railway lines 

meet, and surrounded by the best fruit 

and agricultural country in America, 

its greatness as a commercial center 
and distributing point is already as- 
sured. The rich productions of the 
country willat no distant day cause 
great aggregations of capital here that 
will seek investment in manufactures. 

Lawrence Barrett, when here a num- 
ber of years ago, stated as bis opinion 
that Southern California would yet 
rival Italy as a place suited to voice 
culture aud that the greatest singers 
of the world would be developed here. 

It is a fact thac we frequently hear 
that the immigrants to 
Southern Oalifornia bave, as a rule, 
been a very cultivated class of people, 
so that the average of intelligence and 
culture which obtains here is greater 
thanin almost any other part of the 
country. This gives us ready at band 
an atmosphere favorable to the devel- 
opment of literature, art, science and 
everything that pertains to intellectual 
training. But advantages of these 
kinds may lie unimproved for a long 
time unless there is the proper organ- 
ization of the elements necessary to 
givethem character and direction. If 
Los Angeles would have her advan- 
tages mude attractive to the world she 
must organize them. St. Louis, a few 
years ago, seemed te have natural ad- 
vantages for making a great city, equal 
to if not greater than Chicago, but the 
constructiye energy of the people of 
Chicago has given that city a rank now 
that St. Louis can never attain to. 
We. are far removed from any 
great manufacturing center. Let us 
have one here. Let us get our heads 
together and determine what things it 
will bs most profitable to manufacture 
here and then see that the manufac- 
tories are started. We are also far 
from any great seat of learning. Even 
the State University and the Leland 
Stanford University—when it shail be 
put into active operation—are hun- 
dreds of miles away. Let us have 
great schoolsin our own midst. The 
time seems to be ripe for a new de- 
parture in universities. People are 
beginning to doubt the wisdom of giv- 
ing so many years’ study to Latin and 
Greek as our colleges have been ac- 
customed to require. The great ad- 
vancement made by science out of the 
schools begins to suggest new courses 
of study and new methods of investi- 
gation, Why cannot some enterprising 
young educator here seize the opportu- 
nity and lead the way by establishing in 
this favored locality an institute of 
sciences and arts, where all the ad- 
vanced sciences will be taught and the 
bestinstruction also be given in the 
arts? Los Angeles should have a great 
music hall and a conservatory of 
music worthy of a place destined to 
become a great music center. 

These things are all liksly to appear 
in the future somewhere in Southern 
California. Ut the enterprise of San 
Diego, or some other city, causes their 


establishment elsewhere than in Los 


Angeles that will be their gain and our 
loss. At present our facilities are 
greater than those of any other point 
and the future will depend -largely 
upon our Own course, 


OLIVE OIL. 


Ot the horticultural products of Cal- 
ifornia which are exported in a man- 
ufactured state, only one—raisins— 
has, so far, assumed much importance. 
Shipments of dried prunes are increas- 
ing rapidly, and this fruit bids fair 
within a few years to make a good 
second to the raisin. Next we may 
expect to see the fig come into prom- 
ipence. At present this industry is in 
its infancy. r 

Another valuable horticultural prod- 
uct, which has been manufactured in 
the State on a small scale for over a 
century, is olive oil. We may look for 
a great development in this branch of 
horticulture during the next decade. 
Quite a large area Be been planted in 
olive trees during the past five years. 
A company in Sonoma county is 


about to spend $260,000 in the 
building and equipment of an 
olive oil manufactory. Sixty 


acres of six-year-old trees are already 
in full-bearing there, and a large addi- 
tional acreage is being planted. Se- 
vere winters have recently injured 
olive orchards in Italy and France, 
which will encourage planting in 
California. 
During the year ending June 30, 
1889, we imported into the United 
States, 898,338 gallons ot olive oil, 


worth from 80 cents to $1 a gallon. 


Our contemporary, the Herald, which 
ciaims a special interest in the farmers 
and producing classes generally, and 
which has been most pronounced in 
proclaiming the superior advantages 
here offered them, seems to have made 
a Ungular choice of position in taking 
up the cause of acombination of buyers 
as against the orange-growers of 
Southern California. The Herald can 
not be oblivious to the fact that the 
men who own the orchards loaded with 
fruit pow ready for market, and which 
must be disposed of within the next 
few weeks, look with considerable 
upprebension at their prospect. Last 
year theircontractsofsale were all made 
long before this date and they had se- 
cured fair prices and advanced pay- 
ments on their crops which made them 
feel secure. Tuls year very few crops 
have been contracted for and offers are 
scarce af considerably reduced figures. 
If the middlemen were so extremely 
anxious to make themselves invaluable 
to the orange industry as the Herald 
represents, they have had abundant 
time to inspect the orchards and make 
purchases. It looks to a man up an 
Orange tree that this delay until the 
eleventh hour is preconcerted and that 
the buyers count upon a demoraliza- 
tion when all the fruit is thrown on the 
market which will give it to them prac-’ 
tically at their own ‘figures. Rather 
than wait until such demoralization 
occurs, the growers demonstrate their 
long-headedness in anticipating that 
possible situation and providing 
againstit. Forewarned is forearmed, 
The orange men have seen enough in 
the joint pronunciamento of the buyers 
and in their subsequént action, to con- 
vince them that some sort of combina. 
tion has been formed to bear“ 
oranges. Noextent of special plead- 
ing such as the Herald indulged in 
yesterday morning will gloss this over, 
We know, of course, that these. buyers 


are all honorable men” and that they 
have done a world of  self- 
sacrificing labor to advance the 


interests of the orauge industry; 
that, in fact, they love the growers 
with a deep and consuming passion; 
but that is not the question. Why 
don’t they buy the crops? The growers 
have been earnestly waiting for a 
month or two aud willing to make 
contracts at reasonable figures. If the 
onus of disposing of their perishable 
products is to be thrown upon them- 
selves they want to know it, and 
they will be up and doing. The 
fact that the two meetings held last 
week were so largely attended and that 
the sentiment in favor of immediate 
action was 80 pronounced and so 
unanimous, proves, as we have already 
stated, that the growers are generally 
alarmed. 

Since California has been a produc- 
ing State its history has been a long 
succession of einches“ on the agri- 
cultural classes. For a long period 
there was either an annual grain-bag 
“cinch” or a corner in the market to 
deplete the pockets of the grain far- 
mers, When this did not occur there 
was a cinch“ in freight rates or a 
“cinch” in something else. The farmers 
have bad to confront almost constantly 
a round of combinations, corners, 
monopolies and extortions. No won- 
der they have grown suspicious and 
now ily to arms at the first premoni- 
tion of their hitherto hydra-headed ad- 
versary. 

In the present instance the orange- 
growers are probably on the safe 
track. The Lord helps him who helps 
bimself. If the producers show that 
they can put theniselvesin position to 
handle their own crops, perbaps the 
buyers may be induced to act as the 
special emissaries of Providence and 
come to their assistance. Who knows? 
It is at least worth trying. The time 
is not yet so far advanced that the 
proposed Union need consider its 
hands tied. Eastern connections, al- 
ready well established, may be secured, 
and within a fortnight carloads of 
fruit may be going forward to market.

ARIS, Jan. 25.—[By Cable and As- 
sociated Press.] Admiral Latorre of 
the Chilian navy, noted as the capturer 
ofthe Peruvian ironclad Huascar in 
the wat between Chili and_Peru, has 
been sent by President Balmaceda of 
Chili to Europe to supervise the build- 
ing of warships for that country. In 
an interview. today Admiral Latorre 
denied that the Chilian navy had been 
unfairly treated as compared with the 
army in the distribution of Peruvian 
war honors. There was no animosity, 
he said, between the army and navy. 
The two bodiés hardly ever. met and 
there was small chance of a feeling of 
jealousy existing between officers of 
the two branches of service. The 
admiral did not know why the navy 


except that the chivalrous notions of 

the officers make’ them the read- 
i to respond to an appeal for a revo- 
ution, 

The naval officers, he said, must 
have acted on a genvsrous impulse. 
Being far from the immediate center 
ot affairs they must have been carried 
away wore by sentiment than by any 
real knowledge of the situation. Ad- 
miral Latorre further said that if the 
army joined the movement the end of 
the revolution would only be a matter 
of a few days. He thought that a conflict 
between the army and navy was entire- 
ly improbable. Tue navy, he said, could 
not easify blockade the whole coast, ow- 
ing to its great extent, while the admiral 
of the British fleet ‘would eventually 
object to s blockade by calling the at- 
tention of the commander of the 
blockading fleet to the fact that he 
must not interfere with the commerce 
of neutral powers. 

A conflict between President Balma- 
and the Chilian Congress, said 
Admiral Latorte, might have uarisen 
from suspicion that the President was 
trying to influence the public mind and 
intrigue in favor of a man whom he 
wishes to succeed him in the presi- 
dency. Balmaceda is also accused of 
having broken his promise to effect 
municipal reforms, and an additional 
cause of irritation was bis action in 
dissolving the special session of Con- 
gress. Admiral Latorre believes that 
the revolution will be speedily settled. 
He is of the opinion that Bualmaceda, 
as soon as he sees that the current feel- 
ing is really against him, will witb- 
draw from the presidency. The ad- 
miral does not think that wd naval 
officer will suffer for having taken part 
in the revolution, as all have acted in 
a body in response to the summons of 
Congress.

The Austrian Parliament Dissolved 
a Government Decree. 

VIENNA, Jan. 25.— The lower house 
of the Reichsrath was dissolved by an 
unexpected decree published in the 
official journal today. Elections will 
be held immediately. Count Von 
Taaffe, Premier, desires a new Con- 
servative majority in the House, hav- 
ing abaudoned dependence on the Bo- 
bemian and Slav members, whom he 
considers unreliable. 

Tue Gazette publishes, as the elec- 
tion manifesto, an article attributed to 
Finance Minister Dunajewski, which 
is the most liberal ever issued by the 
government. The manifesto reminds 
the nation that legisiation must 
be adapted to the spirit of the times, 
and promises that the next parliament 
will deal with social questions. It 
makes a large bid for the support of 
the young Czechs, hinting at the au- 
tonomy of the vbrious races under 
Emperor Francie Joseph as desirable.

In Placerville, at one of my apiaries, 
I was threatened with lawsuits on sev- 
eral occasions by a couple of persons 
who knew notbing at all of the habits 
of bees. They stated that the bees 
were eating up all their grapes, and in 
proof of their statement, invited me to

No I want to see the bees opening 
grapes, I said. We watched a long 


great many bees, and at last they had 
to admit that they were mistaken in 
regard to bees opening grapes.

Care of Cows’ Teats. 
[Exchange. 

The end of a cow’s teat that scabs 
over should be carefully dried after 
éach milking and- then anointed with 
a little of the following ointment: 
froetdte’ of lead three scruples and 
coleo, vaseline, or lard, two ounces, to 
be rubbed together until the lard is 
dissolved and thoroughly mixed with 
the coleo. In very bad cases, and 
when the trouble has existed for some 
time, it may be necessary in order to 
prevent the closure of the opening in 
the end of the teat, to use a probe. 
The probe may be made of brass, sil- 
ver or nickel-plated. Lead 3 
should not be used. Probes made o 
— rubber (unless very well tem- 
pered) or of ivory are liable to be 
brokeu when in the teat, an accident 
that may cause considerable trouble if 
not most serlodb consequences. Of 
whatever material the probe is com- 
posed it should be kept scrupulously 
clean. It may be left in the teat be- 
tween milkings until all tende cy to 
scabbing has disappeared. There is 
no danger of the probe injuring the 
cow when lying down. If there is a 
milk stone or tumor in the canal, the 
ersonal attention of a veterinarian 
will probably be required.

A Buffalo Ranch in California. 
{Salinas Index.] ] 

Monterey county is to be the seat of 
a new Caliiornia indpstry in the shape 
of a buffalo ranch, near the Carmel 
Mission. There are now in the stabies 
at Del Monte three fine. specimens of 
the American bison, a bull, a cow ape 
a caif, the last a progeny of 
former. 

The ranch, which comprises about 
one hundred acres, is located in the 
lee of Cypress Point, overlooks Carmel 
Bay and slopes easily down to Pebble 
Beach. Water is brought from the Car- 
mel River Reservoir, and cypress. and 
pine trees afford ample sheiter. 

„ bought the cow of Redbreast, one 
of Sitting Bull’s warriors, about three 
years ago, explained Winston. “She 
was captured during the last buffalo 
hunt of the Sioux, in the fall of 1882, 
on the head waters of the Big Cheyenne, 
not far from Port Pierre, on the big 
bend of the Missouri, in South Dakota. 
lam the first white man who ever 
owned her. She is now in perfect Capi 
form. You know a buffalo doesn’t 
mature until eight years of age, an 
Janie is just past eight. 

Tbe bull i captured myself on the 
16th of June, 1886, sixty-five miles 
southwest of Jamestown, N. D. He is 
the last buffalo ever captured alive in 
the Dakotas.

spraying bas thus far been directed 
entirely at the red scale, but Mr. Co 
pere has expressed his willingness 
repare a wash for the San José scale 
mn case he can find enough work to 
keep him busy. 

Mr. Richardson has also been en- 
gaged for some time past in another 
mportant line of work, that of remov- 
ing dead and neglected trees and 
transforming them into fuel. The ef- 
fect is already noticeable, especially in 
the southern part of town between the 
Santa Fé track and Fair Oaks avenue. 
This section, where there are s0 many 
vacant lots, was thickly cov- 
ered with orange trees in vari- 
ous stages of decay, covered with 
scale, gopher-bitten and the majorit 
of them dead. Mr. Richardson noti- 
fied the owners of the condition of the 
trees, and stated if permission was 

ven him be would remove them at 

is Own expense. This has been done 
to agreat extent, with happy effect on 
the appearance of the land. All such 
trees have not yet been removed be- 
cause it has been found impossible in 
some cases where the property is as- 
sessed to unknown owners, to find out 
who such persons are and obtain the 

neccessary permission, but the work 
will be prosecuted with all possible 
dispatch, and Mr. Richardson does not 
propose lo stop until the job is com- 
pleted. The red and the San José 
scale are entirely too numerous here- 
abouts, and too much care cannot be 
exercised in exterminating these pests.

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CALIFORNIA FRUITS. 


Their Inereasing Importance 


in Eastern Markets. 


What a Philadelphia Buyer Has to 
Say About the Products 
of the Golden 
State. 


Several days ago Tue Limes published 
an interesting letter from M. V. Hartranfs, 
well-known Philadelphia fruit man, re- 
garding the California orange crop, aud the 
outlook for the growers, Mr. Hartranft 
made a visit to the Coast last summer, and 
pont some days in Southern California, 
making Los Angeles his headquarters. He 
expressed himself as more than pleased with 
the fruit prospects of this section, and that 
he was not merely talking for the benefit of 
bis hearers at the time, is shown from the 
following interview with that gentieman, 
published in the Philadelphia Public Ledger 
of January 14: 

THE INTERVIEW, 

California fruits, both tresh and dried, 
have become quite a factor in all sections 
of the Untted States, especially within the 
past two years. Pulladelphia bas pushed 
ahead of a we many cities, and today it 
is believed it stands as one of the three 
leaders of markets for Pacific Coast 
products. The success 80 attained by the 
gtuwers of that fruitful section may be at- 
tributed to the push and vim of its business 
men. 

‘The growing prominence of this trade in 
Philadelphia suggested to Marshall V. Hart- 
ranft, au intelligent and enterprising young 
man, who, for the past two years has been 
prowinently indentified with the products 
of California, to establish the trade on a 
systematic, business-like basis. 

Mr. Hartrauft recently visited California 

and was much impressed with what he saw. 
Ad y or two ago he gave the following in- 
tormation to a Ledger reporter in reference 
to the products of that far-off State: 
+ “The market for California fruits is a 
trifle slow just now,” he said at the open- 
log of the conversation, but the feeling is 
better since the holiday reaction is over, 
and a brisk market is promised for the next 
two months. he growers and shippers 
have placed the most of their stock on the 
markets and the greater portion is now in 
the hands of the dealers in the large cen- 
ters. So far this year there have been more 
dried fruits from California consumed than 
for any two previous youre together. 

“They, and this especially applies to 
prunes, ate finer and of better quality than 
the foreign article. The utmost care is 
taken in all cases to keep ail fruit going 
from the State clean aud perfect. These 
features maka it popular with housekeepers, 
who are always willing to pay higher prices 
for clean dried fruit than dirty, discolored 
stock. This is one of the main points of the 
shrewd fruit packers of the Pacific Coast. 
They place a pure, clean article iu the neat- 
est possible pack and with a knowledge 
that such care will induce paying prices. 
Not only do the packers take care and 
— in packing and forwarding the stock. 

b. maning with the young tree, the 
crower himself exercises the greatest care 
and judgment until the fruit is delivsred to 
the warehouse of the speculative packer. 

“ln every — section.“ Mr. 
Hartranft continued. the growers have reg- 
ular marketing companies, etc., and a very 
important fact, not generaily known, is 
that they bave what is known as ‘Horti- 
cultural Commissioners’ in every county, 
appointed by the State Board ot Horticul- 
ture. These commissions work in har- 
mony with the State Board, but do a more 
leaf work, Their duties are to further the 
propesation of fruitsin their section, and 
their main line of work is to grapple with 
the insect pest question. When you look 
at the beautiful, perfect fruit for sale on our 
stands and in our stores, you would hardiy 
dream that it, was subject to the 8 
which infest our tern fruit. But is, 
and it requires the utmost care to keep the 
insects. from harming the trees, 98 well 
as the fruit before and after maturity. The 
worm is the greatest danage-worker to the 
re prune, and yet I have never seen 
a damaged lot in this market, as the grow- 
ers do not ship them. The best protection 
they have for prunes is to dip them ina 
simple syrup of sugar and water, which also 
gives them that attractive, shiny appoar- 
ance. This dipping process, which is gone 


very tedious and careful work. This opera- 
tion, and the care and cleanly methods used 
in packing them, give the prunes of Cali- 
fornia a great advantage over the foreign 
dried article, and fully warrauts the higher 
price they bring. 

“In order to make more effectual the er- 
fort to grapple with the vexatious insect 
pest, ata recent convention f the commis- 
sioners of the different counties in the 
State a law was tramed for enactment by 
the Legislature which will give the con:- 
missioners power to declate an infected 
orchard a nuisance, with full police author- 
ity to abate it at the expense of the owuer.“ 

When asked „ a the practice of 
sulpburing dried fruits in California, Mr. 
Hartranft said: With one or two excep- 
tions in lines of dried fruits, no sulphur is 
used at II. In fact, in the entire output of 


from pear-by apricot 
and peach are the only fruits itis used 
upon, Occasionaily some one declaims 
through the columns of trades journals 
againgt the practice of sulphuring fruit, but 
itis evident they don’t understand the mat- 
ter. Strictly speaking, the fruit is not sul- 
phured at all. The cut fruit is exposed for 
a short time to a bath of sulphurous acid gas. 
This gas is irrespirabie, coloriess and beav- 
ler than the atmosphere. It has a most 

y affinity for water, absorbing and 
thereby transforming itself into sniphuric 
acid. There is no alteration or chemical 
change whatever in the fruit, and, strictly 
speaking, the fruit is not bleached, but the 
operation ‘fixes’ the color, or, rather, pre- 
vents oxidization from taking pace, thus 
preventing the fruit from becoming black 
while drying.” 

“It is asserted that California fruit, while 
handsome, large, well-shaped and luscious 
looks g. cannot be compared in taste and 
fl.vor to the fruit grown here or in near-by 
States“ remarked the reporter. 

“One view of this idea is not difficult to 
discover,” replied Mr. Hartranft. In most 
cases the man reculiects the fruit of his 
early home, as it was when he was a boy 
and anyone who know’s a boy’s tastes aud 
appetites will readily see that the critical 
faculty in him is not very acute or ve 
highly developed, and that.“ with his strong, 

dune teeth and perfect digestion, any fruit 
good aud enjoyable, and the man recol- 
lects it, potas it was when he was a boy, 
but as he then thought it was. 
ever may be the theury for this belief in the 
superiority of our local fruit, it appears to 
overturned by some pertinent 
ac 

“One of these facts, perhaps the prime 
one, continued Mr. Hartranft, is that our 
trade and consumers are willing to pa 
more for California fruits than for the prod- 
ucts of our own orchards. he past season, 
with the fruit famine, would not make a 
fair example. but takiug the summer of 89 
in this market, when our near-by Bartlett 
pears sold on an average $3.50 a barrel, 
California Bartletts broucht 90 a barrel; 
near-by plums sold fer #3 a bushel, while 
Califorvia piums readily brought $7.50 a 
bushel. Again, it was a specially noted 
fact that when our Jersey and Delaware 
peaches were selling for $1.50 a bushel, 
California peaches sold for 85a box of about 
five dozen peaches, or less than a quarter of 
a bushel. And yet again, last February 1 
handied six cars of California navel seed- 
less Oranges, and secured from £5 to&7a 
box for them, while Fioridas were selling 
siow at $3 and $3.50 a box.”
